of departure has not yet been fixed but
it will probably be either Wednesday
cvenlng or Thursday morning Quarters
will be established at tho Morgan House
The boathouse to which the oarsmen of
the blue and grey has been assigned is
at Millers dock

Inasmuch as little is known of the con-

dition

of the crews of Cornell Columbia
Wisconsin Pennsylvania and Syracuse
which are scheduled to start with George-
town there is little ground upon which
to base predictions of victory The local
oarsmen scarcely hope to win and in
fact will be glad to finish among the
first three The Georgetown crew is bet-

ter

and faster than it was last year and
the coach Claude It Zappone expects
that his proteges will make a better
showing than they did on the Hudson at
that time

however rather green only naif of tho
men having had much experience prior to

The fact of the matter is that there is
plenty of beef and undeveloped speed in
the Georgetown boat The stroke is a
trifle ragged however At times when

This is considered impossible here espe- -
daily on the Thames To change the
training would of course upset the crew
but adherence to the teetotal principle
must also handicap them The British
oarsmen have claret at their lunch and
dinner and also beer Besides this at the
discretion of the coach individual men
are allowed from time to time to have a
glass or two of champagne
